Sufferers by a H—————n Fobb, that common F uftice 
and Humanity call out for its Publication, 


A Letter from an Englifh Officer at Doway. 
STR, 


gg Shall not give you any Account of 
the Aétion, which happen’d near 
Tournay on the 11th of this Inftant ; 
you will have heard the Particulars 
of that Affair before this Letter can 
come to your Hands; Neither fhall 
T touch upon the Caufes of our Dif- 
after, or make Complaint of fome of our Auxiliaries, by 
whom, if we had been well feconded, we fhould, by our 
Valour, have made Amends for fome Defeéts in the Con- 
du&t of our I fhall only take Notice of what 
concerns myfelf ; I was made a Prifoner at the End of the 
Aétion, and, with fome others, conduéted to Life; where, 
altho’ I mutt confefs, I have been treated with the greateft 
Civility, yet it is no fmall Mortification to me to find that 
I am not likely to obtain my Liberty: We all took it for 
granted, that the Cartel which fubfilted for two Campaigns 
was ftill in Foxce, and that we fhould be immediately 
releafed, in order to return to our Duty : Little did I think, 
when I faw the Marefchal de Bellifle brought a Prifoner 
with fome Triumph to Exgland, that I fhould fuffer for his 
Capture ; yet, I mutt tell you, this is certainly our Cafe. 








I had this Intelligence from an Officer here, a Man of 
good Underftanding, with whom as I was talking about 
our Releafement, he ftopt me fhort by faying, What Right 
have you, Sir, to the Benefit of a Cartel, which already 
hath been violated on your Side, in the Perfon of Marefchal 
de Bellifle? 

To juftify our Conduct of that Particular, I have made 
ufe of the Reafons to him which I had heard given in 
England, that the Marefchal was not taken at the Head 
of an Army, but appeared in the Character of a Traveller, 
or a Minifter, going from Court to Court ; and, therefore, 
tie Cartel could not take Effeét with refpe& to him. 


The Officer told me, he believed, I was not well inform’d 
in that Matter; that, to fhew me that the French were not 
the fir& who broke this Conyention, he would endeavour 
tu explain it to me, 


in order to prove his firft Propofition, he told me, that 
the Marefchal de Bellifle, one of the King’s Generals at 
the Siege of Friburgh, was order'd, after taking of that 
Place, to go and confer with the Emperor concerning the 
Winter Quarters of his Troops; that, in Confequence, the 
Marefchal might difpof the Troops of France in Suabia, 
in {uch a Manner as to be able to fupport thofe of Bavaria: 
He was alfo ordered to concert with his Imperial Majefty 
fome Project for the Campaign to come. 


When he had executed this Commiffion, he was farther 


ordered to confer with the King of Prufiia; to communi- 


cate the Intentions of his Mafer to this Prince, with re-’ 


fpect to the next Campaign, as weill’as the Regulations fet- 
tled with the Emperor; and to concert with his Pruffian 
Majefly what he would execute in Confequence of thefe 





Refolutions: After which, he was to return to his own 
Courtto make known what had been fettled, and then t~ 
take upon him the Command of the Army that was to 
put thefe Projects in Execution, 


You mutt agree with me, Sir, that there is nothing in 
all this but what comes within the Province of a General ; 
and that to form Projeéts in the Winter for the fucceeding 
Campaign, is not only the moft material, but the moit 
noble Part of his Profeffion, 


The Marefchal de Bells/le parted from Munich, and, when 
he arrived in Franconia, he difmiffed the Efcorte he had 
for the Security of his Perfon, thinking he had nothing 
but a Neutral Country to pals through, in his Way to 
Berlin; but, by a fatal Miftake of his Guides, he was lead 
through E/bengarode, in the Territory of Hanover, the 
Guides fuppofing that to bé a Neutral Place, becaufe the 
Poft-Houfe belonged to the King of Prufia ; where he was 
arrefted by Soldiers drawn from different Regiments, fup- 
ported by the Militia: He f little fufpected himfelf to be 
in the Territories of Hanover, that he fent before him an 
Eftafet to provide, in his Name, forty Poft-Horfes. 


Thefe are the true Circumftances (faid he) of the Cap- 
ture of the Marefchal ae Beliife: Now, Sir, (added he) 
let us fee how you can juftify it that this General fhould be 
refufed the Right of this Cartel. 


Is it becaufe this General was not made a Prifoner in a 
Battle, a Siege, &'c.? It istrue, that the fecond Article 
of the Cartel expreffes thofe Occafions in which moft Pri- 
foners are generally taken ; but it is true, that in the fame 
Article, after the fhort Recital of Circumftances, the fol- 
lowing Term (oR BY ANY OTHER Means) is made ufe 
of to comprehend all the Times, Occafions, and Accidents, 
by which an Officer. can be made a Prifoner. 


To give you a juft Idea of the Extent of this Term, I 
mutt defire you to obferve, that Cartels are always drawn 
up by General Officers, who, following the ancient Cuftom, 
do not arm themfelves againft thofe little Chicanes and Sub- 
tilities, which the Negociators of the prefent Times make 
ufe of ; that Expreffion, therefore, (on BY AvY OTHER 
Means) muft take in all Places. 


Is it becaufe he had not Troops with him, at the Time 
he was taken? The Cartel makes no Exception for fuch a 
Cafe, and the prefent War, as well as thofe that are paft, 
furnifhed a thoufand Examples of Officers, who, either 
travelling alone upon their private Affairs, or going to join 
their Corps, have been taken ; who have always been con- 
fidered and treated as Prifoners of War, as much as if 
they had been taken in A@tion, and have been exchanged 
during the Courfe of the War of the Succeffion, when no 
Cartel fabfifted ; for ftronger Reafons they have a Right 
when there is a Cartel. 


The Refufal, therefore, of releafing the Marefchal de 
Bellife cannot be grounded upen any Reafon ; notwithftand- 
ing the Point is fo clear, the Marefchal de Be/lifle has been 
carried from Cattle to Caftle, and guarded like a Prifoner 
of State, and treated without the leaft Refpe& or Regard 
to his Character, "till his fetting out for Exgland, where, 
with all Civility, he was confined to a Tower. 





Do you fee any thing in this Trestment confitent with 
the Laws of War, or the Cufloms ufed by polite Nations 
for two Centuries pai, and which the Duke of Mar/- 
borough, in the time of the late War, carried tothe Height 
of Politenefs and Humanity ? 


What would you fay if you, Sir, and the other Gentle- 
men that are our Prifoncrs, {liould be feparately confined 
in Caftles, deprived of the Service of your Dometlics? If 
you fhould be told, that the Marefchal de Beu)’e and his 
Brother were feparated for fome time, that even his Sur- 
geon was not fuffered to attend him, altho’ he was indif- 
pofed? It is true, this did not lait long, but Repriids are 
generally extended, efpecially. where the firlt Offence is 
given to a Perfon of fo high a Character. 


You cannot, therefore, deny but that you are the firlt 
who have violated the Cartel; that Barrier being once 
broken down, who can fay what may be the Confequence ? 


If the King, my Mafter, fhould order all the Eng/if, 
aow in France, to be arrciled, who are come upon the 
Faith of Paflports, would not you cry out againft fach an 
A& of Violence? What is the Difference betwixt violating 
a Cartel and a Pafiport I leave you to judge, 


Thus ended our Conference, Whether there is any 
Weight in this Gentleman's Arguments I fhall leave to 
abler Heads, and to Perfons more verfed in Treaties; but, 
as we are hkely to fuffer upon this Account, I hope the 
Matter will be taken into Confideration at home: And I 
beg you will let me know, whether any Meafures are taken 
for reftoring this Castel.

felves fay, that thefe Difpofitions are Preludes to a Battle. 
They write from Munich, that it appears from certain 
Circumftances, that there really are feparate and fecret 
Articles, to the late Treaty concluded with the Court of 
Vienna: But they have been {o effectually concealed, that 
neither the French nor the Pruflian Minifters have been 
able to difcover them. 
The affociated Circles of the Empire having at laft come 
to an Agreement, and fixed their refpective Quotas, for 
forming an Army of Obfervation, Field Marfhal Count 
Seckendorff is fet out for Augibourg, in order to fettle the 
Time and Place of that Army’s Rendezvous. 
The great Convoy of Ammunition, Artillery, and Re 
cruits for the Spanifh Army, which is arrived at Monaco, 
has been there block’d up by Part of Admiral Rowley’s 
Squadron, fo that they cannot complete their Voyage, nor 
will the Spaniards be any better for thefe Supplies than they. 
were for thofe that the Genoefe were obliged to fend a 
Year ago to be laid up in Corfica. 

Monday came Advice, that on Wednefday lait the A‘lied 
Army was join’d by 8coo Auftrians. 

We hear by a Letter from a General Officer, that the

Laft Saturday arriv’d an Exprefs from Barbados, brought 
by the Merry Mack, Capt. Hall, arrived at Plymouth, 
which Ifland the left the gth of May, and it’s faid brings 
Advice, that three French Men of War of the Line, and 
one of 46 Guns, commanded by M. Caylus, have been

Saturday Morning came Advice, that his Majefty’s 
Ship the Affiftance, Capt. Smith Callis, lately arriv’d from 
Jamaica, hearing that the Mediator Sloop of War, Capt. 
Hamilton, was taken by a French Privateer going thro’ 
the Needles with an Exprefs for the Weft- Indies, flipt from 
Spithead, and went in Purfuit of them: He foon came 
up with the Mediator, and retook her, with forty-two 
French Prifoners, and brought her into Spithead, but 
could not come up with the Privateer, who is got off with 
Capt. Hamilton, and fifty of his Men. The Difpatches 
were thrown overboard by Capt. Hamilton, before he 
ftruck to the Enemy. 

The Prince of Orange, Capt. Meller, from London for 
Gibraltar, was the 30th of May taken to the Eaftward of 
Beachy-Head by a French Privateer, and carried into 
Havre de Grace. 

His Majetty’s Ship the Experiment, of twenty Guns, 
lately arrived from Jamaica, being ordered out.to Cruize in 
Queil of a French Privateer that had infefted the Coaft for 
fome time, fell in with a French Man of War of thirty- 
fix Guns the 3d Inft at the Back of the Ile of Wight, 
with whom the Experiment had a very warm Difpute for 
five Glaffes and a half, and at Iaft obliged her to theer off: 
‘The Experiment came to Spithead on Thurfday Night, 
very much fhattered in her Mafts and Rigging. She had 
but two Men kill’d, and five wounded.

Letters from Weymouth advife, that fome of the ex- 
changed Prifoners who lately landed there report, that be- 
fore they left Morlaix they had heard that a French Man 
of War, of 36 Guns, who had been fent with fome Dif- 
patches to Cape Breton, was returned to Breft, The Cap- 
tain thereof gave the following Account, viz. that when he 
approached near the Cape, he ob/ferv’d feveral Englifh 
Men of War in the Harbour, and heard firing there, and 
two of them, being 20 Guns, obferving him, flipt their 
Cables, and gave Chace. The headmoft Ship, being a 
prime Sailor, came up within Gun-Shot of him, and ex- 
changed fome Broadfides; but the Englifh Ship having loft 
her Foretop-Matft defifted, and by Favour of the Night he 
got clear. 

On Tuefday laft in the Afternoon, a Gentleman was 
attack’d in Kennington. Lane by a fingle Highwayman, 
who robb’d him of his Watch and Money; but the High- 
wayman, being clofely purfued, quitied his Horfe, and 
made over the Fields. 

The Swift Privateer, Hudfon, has brought into Deal 
the John and Charlotte, Nufke, of Stetin, bound from 
Bourdeaux for Dunkirk, laden with Wine, Almonds, 
Sugar, &c.
